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Public still awaiting word 
on sale of council offices 


WEST Dorset councillors 
are expected to be briefed 
today on the future of their 
existing council offices in 
Dorchester and the next 
phase of the Charles Street 
development. 

The council had hoped to 
announce in the summer 
that, after an extensive 
marketing campaign, it 
had found a buyer for its 
existing offices. 

But the announcement 
was never made. Critics 
feared that the exercise 
had either failed to find a 
buyer prepared to pay a 
minimum of £3.5million, 
or that only part of the 
“campus” had attracted of¬ 
fers - houses and a car 
park it owns in Colliton 
Street and Glyde Path 
Road, but not for the main 
building. Either scenario 
would have undermined 


the council’s argument for 
moving to its new head¬ 
quarters off the Charles 
Street car park leaving the 
authority seriously short of 
funding. 

Critics say that if the 
council has not received an 
adequate offer it should 
now consider staying in its 
existing offices and try to 
market the new building to 
a commercial concern. 

John Grantham, who has 
long opposed the council’s 
new offices, points out that 
the district council, in its 
‘Green leaflet prospectus’, 
distributed to the public in 
April 2011, stated that the 
Charles Street develop¬ 
ment would “bring 
£60million private invest¬ 
ment and 660 jobs.” 

Mr Grantham says the 
prospectus claimed £3.5m 
would come from sale of 
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Stratton House, £3m from 
cutting the maintenance 
and £3.2m from reserves, 
totalling £9.7m. 

“It claimed this would 
save £224,000, an investi¬ 
gation identified that the 
council omitted the cost of 
using its own land,” said 
Mr Grantham, who adds 
that the loss of an esti¬ 
mated 600,000 one-hour 
parking sessions, not only 
represents substantial in¬ 


come in fees and fines, but 
has had a cost to Dorch¬ 
ester businesses from loss 
of trade. 

“If it fails to achieve the 
full £3.5 million, that 
would only increase its 
overall cost to tax-payers 
by moving into more ex¬ 
pensive offices. 

“It would be immoral 
and electorally without 
mandate for WDDC to 
walk into new offices 
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which are desirable to a 
(commercial) user and 
which could be let out - 
while abandoning offices it 
can’t let out or sell. It 
would also be financial 
madness.” 

He says that the KPMG’s 
report recommended that 
the council should “ensure 
proactive engagement with 
the community which 
demonstrates that consul¬ 
tation that has taken 


place,” should occur. 

Councillor Robert 
Gould, leader of WDDC, 
said: “We have discussions 
on a regular basis with 
councillors from all politi¬ 
cal parties regarding many 
issues such as Charles 
Street. 

“An update will be given 
to full executive commit¬ 
tee on October 9th to set 
out the next phase of the 
Charles Street scheme.”

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TAE kwon-do instructor Gerry Waugh teaches in 
Charmouth and Bridport, as well as across the 
Devon border in Axminster and Sidmouth. 
Having grown up in Scotland, he moved to Devon 
in the 1980s. 

He trained in the martial art at local classes and 
became a full-time instructor last year. 

Gerry is married to wife Vanessa, who helps with 
the admin side of his classes, and they have a 21 - 
year-old son, Robbie, who is currently at univer¬ 
sity. 


■ HOW did you become interested in tae kwon-do? 

I had dabbled in other martial arts, first judo as a young 
child and then karate as a teenager, but I didn't stick with 
them. I discovered tae kwon-do at a TAGB demo in Honi- 
ton in the 1990s. 

My son enrolled in classes and, as there are some simi¬ 
larities to karate, at least in the basics, I was able to help 
him at home for a while. But, as he moved through his 
first few belts, the differences became obvious and I was 
out of my depth, so I joined too. 

By that time, he no longer needed my help and I was 
doing it for myself. I have never regretted it. Obviously, 
as my son started training first, he got his black belt be¬ 
fore me, but I have very much enjoyed training alongside 
him. As well as being a tae kwon-do instructor, I am also 
a qualified tournament referee and officiate at competi¬ 
tions all over the country. 

■ TELL us about your tae kwon-do classes... 

Apart from Axminster, I also teach in Sidmouth, Char- 
mouth and Bridport. Adults and children train together 
and we have quite a few family groups, which pleases 
me, as I originally trained with my son. I think it helps to 
have someone at home who shares the interest, so I offer 
a discounted training rate for family members training 
together. 

All my classes are part of the Tae Kwon-Do Association 
of Great Britain (TAGB). There are more than 600 TAGB 
schools in the UK, with around 20,000 students training. 

■ WHY would you encourage others to take up tae 
kwon-do? 

Certainly for fitness and flexibility. When I started, I was 
in my thirties and had a very sedentary office job. I was 
overweight, very unfit and extremely inflexible - I could 
barely kick above knee height. 

Anyone, with enough dedication and effort can go from 
that as far as they want to take it. For the kids, it also 
brings confidence, respect, discipline, coordination and 
good mental focus. 

■ DID you watch the Olympic tae kwon-do and what 
did you think about Jade Jones' gold medal? 

When I first started watching the Olympic matches I 
hated it - too much hopping and cuddling! The kicks 



were technically superb, incredibly fast, powerful and ac¬ 
curate, but they were so few and far between that, as a 
spectator, I found it very dull to watch. 

I was frustrated as the art offers so much more than the 
limited window you see at the Olympics. Tae kwon-do 
translates, very loosely, as the "Way of the Foot and Fist" 
but, in the Olympics, punches to the head are not al- 
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lowed, which gives a very restricted view of the dynamic 
and exciting art that I know. 

The later rounds, especially the finals, were more excit¬ 
ing. However, sparring is really only a tiny aspect of the 
full range of tae kwon-do and anything that raises 
awareness is a positive thing. 

■ DO you think the Olympics has inspired others to 
get involved in the sport? 

I certainly hope so. I hope it has inspired a whole gener¬ 
ation to get more physically active. As I said, however, 
tae kwon-do is much more than just a sport. Anyone 
who wants to try it out is welcome to come along for a 
couple of free, no obligation trial sessions.

■ WHAT are your other personal interests? 

Tae kwon-do takes up most of my time but I also love 
music. I have only limited musical ability, but I like to try 
to write songs. There are lots of open mic sessions in sev¬ 
eral venues around this area and they are a great place 
to try out new material. 

Nobody is judgemental or critical - we all just share in 
the experience and support each other.Those nights are 
a lot of fun. 

I also freely admit to being a computer nerd. 

■ WHAT do you like about living in this area? 

The Devon and Dorset coastlines are amazing. Millions 
of people come here on holiday just to see them. Even 
travelling between my classes several times a week there 
can be times when I can turn a corner and catch a view 
that takes my breath away. 

■ WHAT would you add to or change about the local 
area if you could? 

"If it ain't broke, don't fix it" is the saying that applies. I 
love it here, so why change anything? 

■ WHAT three items would you want if stranded on 
a desert island? 

My wife, my son and a crate of sun cream. I'm a Scot, 
we're not genetically designed for sunshine! 

■ WHERE is your ideal holiday destination and why? 
I love to visit France. I've been there many times, al¬ 
though not for a couple of years. I lived and worked on 
the Swiss/French border for a while several years ago. 

I love the French way of eating out - a meal is about 
much more than just the food. It is a social experience. 
The pace of life, even in some of the cities, is more laid 
back and it is really nice to fit in with that for a while.

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Chimney fire warning 


DORSET Fire and Rescue 
Service is warning of the 
need to keep chimneys 
swept after fire in two vil¬ 
lages near Dorchester. 

In the biggest the listed 
thatched grade 2 Hurst 
Green Cottage at Moreton 
was badly damaged after a 
blaze which took 25 fire¬ 
fighters to bring under 
control. 

Fire investigators believe 
that a breech in the chim¬ 
ney had allowed the fire in 
the roof to gain a hold. 

The fire was spotted late 


last Wednesday (Septem¬ 
ber 19th) afternoon and in¬ 
volved five fire crews, 
some of which were still 
on the scene on Thursday 
morning, damping down 
hotspots. 

Fire crews helped the 
two occupants remove fur¬ 
niture and other contents 
but were unable to save the 
majority of the roof. 

The incident was at¬ 
tended by crews from 
Dorchester, Weymouth, 
Wareham and Swanage. 

In a second fire on the

same day fire crews from 
Dorchester were called to 
what was described as a 
significant chimney fire in 
Martinstown. 

Although quickly 

brought under control it 
was found that the home 
had no working smoke de¬ 
tectors. 

Fire Investigation Officer 
Stuart Granger who at¬

Moreton said: "Over the 
last week, the weather has 
turned much colder and 
these incidents are unfortu¬ 
nately examples of what 
can happen if your chim¬ 
ney is not swept before 
use.

Donation funds new 
hospital equipment 


CARDIOFOGISTS at 
Dorset County Hospital 
are the first in the UK to 
start using new state-of- 
the-art imaging equip¬ 
ment thanks to a generous 
donation. 

The Dorchester-based 
Dorset Health Trust char¬ 
ity funded the £70,000 
Optical Frequency Do¬ 
main Imaging system 
(OFDI) for the hospital’s 
Dorset County Cardiac 
Centre. 

OFDI is an imaging sys¬ 
tem that can look inside 


coronary arteries using in¬ 
frared light. 

The system is able to 
view the inside of heart 
arteries in detail and will 
aid the diagnosis of fatty 
build-up, blood clots and 
problems with coronary 
stents. 

The system is the first of 
its kind in the UK and one 
of the first in the world. 

The Dorset County Car¬ 
diac Centre, which was 
officially opened by 
Prince Edward in 2007, 
performs more than five 


hundred coronary stenting 
procedures a year. 

Consultant Cardiologist 
Dr Fraser Witherow said: 
“We are delighted to have 
received this grant from 
the Dorset Health Trust. 

“This equipment will be 
invaluable in helping to 


diagnose coronary prob¬ 
lems in our patients. We 
are always aiming to de¬ 
liver the very best in clin¬ 
ical excellence for our 
patients and this equip¬ 
ment will certainly help 
us do that.”

take necessary steps. 

Please ensure your chim¬ 
ney is swept regularly, al¬ 
ways use a fire guard to 
protect against flying 
sparks from hot embers, 
make sure embers are 
properly put out before 
you go to bed and keep 
chimneys and flues clean 
and well maintained. 

Finally, I would urge all 
householders to ensure 
they have a working 
smoke alarm in their 
home, that is tested 
weekly." 


Other incidents attended 
by fire fighters include a 
barn fire at Baglake Farm, 
Fitton Cheney, which in¬ 
volved a tractor and 11 
hay bales. 

The hay bales were com¬ 
pletely destroyed in this 
fire, with the tractor and 
barn suffering significant 
damage. 

The cause of this inci¬ 
dent is still under investi¬ 
gation. 

Nobody was injured in 
any of the incidents.

A MULTI-MILLION pound biogas 
plant in West Dorset which will 
turn food waste into energy has 
been declared open. 

Eco Sustainable Solutions’ £3.3 
million anaerobic digester (AD) at 
Piddlehinton will supply electricity 
and gas to Mole Valley Farmers’ 
neighbouring Dorchester Feed Mill, 
becoming the first feed mill in the 
UK to be powered completely by 
renewable energy. 

Trelawney Dampney, Eco’s man¬ 
aging director, paid tribute to 


Dorset Waste Partnership for help¬ 
ing his company to realise its ambi¬ 
tion to build the facility. 

“This is a highly efficient plant 
and I believe will act as a blueprint 
for future resource projects,” he 
said. 

The AD plant is housed on a 2.5 
acre site at Bourne Park Estate, Pid¬ 
dlehinton, previously used for pig 
units. 

It will take in up to 15,000 tonnes 
of organic waste, such as food 
waste, annually as well as up to 


6,000 tonnes of pig slurry to create 
methane gas. 

The gas is used to generate up to 
498 kilowatt hours (kWh) of elec¬ 
tricity. 

The end products of the process 
will be used as agricultural fertiliser 
on local farms. 

The plant, which has created two 
new jobs, includes a reception bam, 
generator container, digester and 
two storage tanks.

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Mirror could raise £ 23 k 
for the county museum 



DORSET County Museum is 
hoping to raise £23,000 to buy a 
rare copper-alloy mirror discov¬ 
ered locally. 

The mirror was discovered in 
2010 between Abbotsbury and 
Chickerell and it is now up for 
sale. 

Characteristic of the late Iron 
Age it is similar to the Portesham 
Mirror currently in the museum’s 
possession. This type of mirror is 
extremely rare - fewer than 30 
have ever been discovered in the 
UK. 

The Chesil Mirror, as the new 
find has been named, is stun¬ 
ningly decorated and beautifully 
crafted and was found in a grave 
dating back to the Roman Con¬ 
quest. 

The body was buried in a char¬ 
acteristic crouched position and 
the grave also contained two 
brooches, an armlet, copper 
tweezers, coins and some glass 
beads. 

In August 2011 the whole as¬ 
semblage was declared Treasure 
Trove and in April 2012 the Sec¬ 
retary of State set its price at

The museum now needs to raise 
this money urgently to save the 
collection for Dorset and prevent 
its possible sale to an overseas 
buyer. 

Jon Murden, director of Dorset 
County Museum said: “This mir¬ 
ror is very important to us be¬ 
cause it is closely connected with 
the one we acquired in 1994 and 
is decorated in a similar way. 

“These rare and fascinating ob¬ 
jects are significant because they 
tell us so much about power and 
wealth in Iron Age Dorset. 

“We hope this appeal will en¬ 
courage local people to support 
us so that we can buy the mirror 
and give it pride of place in our 
archaeology gallery.” 

The museum is planning a se¬ 
ries of fundraising events and will 
be applying for various funds and 
grants to help with the purchase, 
but more support is needed. 

Any money donated will go 


straight into a special fund which 
has been set up for the acquisition 
of this important archaeological 
discovery. 

One event already planned is a 
lecture by Professor Andrew Fitz¬ 
patrick of Wessex Archaeology. 

He will talk about the signifi¬ 
cance of the Chesil mirror and ex¬ 
plain how it fits into our wider 
understanding of Iron Age 
Dorset. 


The lecture is at 7pm for 
7.30pm on Friday, November 
30th.

Campaign for first aid 


ST John Ambulance has 
launched a campaign to 
encourage more people to 
take at least a basic first 
aid course. 

The charity says the 
number of people who die 
each year in situations 
where first aid might have 
saved them is the same as 
the number who die from 
cancer. 

St John claims that in 
England and Wales up to 
140,000 people die each 
year in medical emergen¬ 
cies where first aid could 
have saved their lives. That 
compares with 138,000 
deaths from cancer. 

New research by St John 
Ambulance shows that 
more than three times as 
many people in the South 
West think cancer is a big¬ 
ger killer than a lack of 
first aid - when there is 
compelling evidence to 
take both equally seri¬ 
ously. 

A survey carried out on 
behalf of St John Ambu¬ 


lance reveals that people in 
the South West are going 
to great lengths to improve 
their chances against can¬ 
cer, with over two-fifths 
(44 per cent) of those 
questioned making 

changes to their diet, more 
than half (52 per cent) not 
smoking and over one- 
third (37 per cent) increas¬ 
ing the amount of exercise 
they do. 

But when it comes to 
first aid less than one in 
five (18 per cent) know 
even the basic skills that 
could be the difference be¬ 
tween a life lost and a life 
saved. 

Sue Killen, St John Am¬ 
bulance chief executive, 
said: “Cancer is a serious 
disease, which kills tens of 
thousands of people each 
year. 

“When a loved one has 
cancer, although we do all 
we can to support them, 
over three-quarters of peo¬ 
ple are consumed by a 
feeling of helplessness. 


“In situations where first 
aid could help save a life 
we don’t have to feel help¬ 
less, because learning life¬ 
saving skills is so simple. 

“That’s why it’s so con¬ 
cerning that fewer than 
one in five of us knows 
even basic first aid. 

“This has got to change 
if we are to stop up to 
140,000 lives from being 
needlessly lost each year.” 

The South West survey 
also reveals that: 

• If a loved one had can¬ 
cer more than two thirds 
(67 per cent) would attend 
hospital appointments, a 
third (33 per cent) would 
fundraise and around half 
would donate blood (51 
per cent) or bone marrow 
(46 per cent) 

• When it comes to first 
aid, it is taken far less seri¬ 
ously with only one in 25 
(4 per cent) downloading a 
first aid app and one in 33 
(3 per cent) watching in¬ 
structional videos online,

both of which are readily 
available for free and could 
easily help them save a 
life. 

• The research also 
showed that people tend 
not to learn first aid be¬ 
cause they think it is too 
time consuming or it is 
simply not a priority for 
them. Indeed a third of 
people (34 per cent) admit 


that it would take some¬ 
thing as severe as the death 
of a loved one to make 
them take steps to learn 
first aid. 

Sue adds: “Our message 
is that first aid is simple to 
learn - just text HEFP to 
80039 for a free pocket 
guide so you can be the 
difference between a life 
lost and a life saved.”

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Residents upset by parking 


COUNCIL-INDUCED parking blight is 
upsetting residents in one of Dorchester’s 
poshest roads. 

Since parking restrictions were brought 
in at nearby Coburg and Edward Road 
town centre and hospital workers have 
switched their free parking to Queen’s 
Avenue. 

Now resident, where average house 
prices are around £750,000, are calling 
for parking restrictions to apply to their 
road as well. 

In letters to the council they have com¬ 
plained of not being able to get out of 
their drives in safety, of difficulties in 
getting up and down the road, especially 
when the nearby schools are opening or 
closing, and of some drivers parking for 
a week at a time. 

Some say the problems have been 
made worse by the loss of spaces in 
Charles Street where the District Council 
is building its new luxury headquarters,

despite the objections of hundreds of 
protestors. 

“It is no longer a pleasant tree-lined av¬ 
enue but has become a car park. 

“Cars are double parked, not only for 
long periods of the working day to avoid 
charges or restrictions elsewhere in the 
town, but for weeks on end,” said resi¬ 
dent Ieuan Adlam-Hill. 

Dorchester Town Councillors have now 
backed the residents calls for restrictions 
and will pass the request to the County 
Council for action, although the authority 
has already warned that it has little, if 
any, money for new traffic orders. 

Town councillors are suggesting a max¬ 
imum wait of four hours in the road. 
Nearby road has limited waiting of one 
or two hours six days a week.

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The next few months are very important if you want to 
create a beautiful lawn for next year For your 
best-ever lawn,follow these five simple tips... 

Mow it Properly 

The best thing you can do for your lawn is to make sure you’re cutting 
it correctly. Many problems are caused by not mowing It often enough, then 
cutting it far too short when you do. In autumn you’ll need to mow less 
frequently than in summer as grass grows less quickly, but don’t let it get too 
long. If the grass is a little long as spring approaches, mow in a couple of 
stages - try not to take more than a third off its length in any one cut. 

Ideally your lawn should be kept between 3cms and 4cms high. 

Collect lawn cuttings - dead grass will starve your lawn of essential water 
and light, and encourage excessive thatch and a build-up of moss. 

Make sure your lawn mower is up to the job too. Consider getting it serviced to ensure 
blades are sharp, the engine is running well and the power cable is free of any damage. 

Clear up Leaves 

Sweep up leaves regularly. If left on the lawn, they reduce the amount of light getting to the 
grass and if left for too long, will smother the grass over the winter. This leads to bare 
patches that are vulnerable to disease in spring. Removing leaves also helps prevent moss 
as leaves allow water to settle on the lawn. 

Get on Top of the Moss 

Moss Is most prolific between autumn and spring, and some lawn conditions make it more likely to thrive 
Lawns that are compacted due to regular usage and footfall (particularly common in soil 
with a high cfay content) can’t dissipate water from the surface - and moss loves these damp 
conditions. Gardens with a lot of thatch are also high risk. Made up of stems, roots and 
leaves, thatch forms a mat on the lawn’s surface, preventing moisture, oxygen and nutrients 
reaching the roots. Moss also loves shady conditions. If your lawn is particularly shady, 
consider re-seeding with a shade-tolerant grass seed. 






Consider Mechanical Treatments 

For many lawns, mechanical treatments are the only way to prevent the build-up of moss. 

Hollow-Tine Aeration alleviates compaction and involves punching out thousands of cores 
from the lawn to allow air, water and nutrients to reach the roots. Next season, your grass 
will look thicker and healthier. Scarification uses a machine with blades and knives to reduce 
thatch. It’s a much more rigorous and effective process than raking. Reduction of thatch will considerably 
improve moss levels. 

Watch Out for Common Problems 

Keep an eye out for unusual patches or discolouration of the lawn, which can indicate a fungal infection. If dealt 
with early, this is easily remedied but if ignored, can have devastating effects.

On Golden Pond 

ON Golden Pond, the popular play written by Ernest 
Thompson, comes to Dorchester Arts Centre at 
7.30pm on Thursday 4th, Friday 5th and Saturday, 
October 6th.

Museum appeals for help to buy Iron Age mirror 


DORSET County Museum is asking for help to buy a 
valuable artefact for its collection. 

In 2010 a beautiful copper-alloy mirror was discov¬ 
ered between Abbotsbury and Chickerell and it is now 
up for sale. The mirror is characteristic of the late Iron 
Age and is similar to the Portesham Mirror currently in 
the Museum's possession. This type of mirror is ex¬ 
tremely rare - fewer than 30 have ever been discovered 
in the UK. 

The Chesil Mirror, as the new find has been named, is 
stunningly decorated and beautifully crafted and was 
found in a grave dating back to the Roman Conquest. 
The body was buried in a characteristic crouched posi¬ 
tion and the grave also contained two brooches, an 
armlet, copper tweezers, coins and some glass beads. 

In August 2011 the whole assemblage was declared 
Treasure and in April 2012 the Secretary of State set its 
price at £23,000. The Museum now needs to raise this 
money urgently to save the collection for Dorset and 
prevent its possible sale to an overseas buyer. Jon Mur- 
den, director of Dorset County Museum said,"This mir¬ 
ror is very important to us because it is closely 
connected with the one we acquired in 1994 and is dec¬ 


orated in a similar way. These rare and fascinating ob¬ 
jects are significant because they tell us so much about 
power and wealth in Iron Age Dorset. We hope this ap¬ 
peal will encourage local people to support us so that 
we can buy the mirror and give it pride of place in our 
Archaeology Gallery." 

The Museum is planning a series of fundraising events 
and will be applying for various funds and grants to 
help with the purchase, but more support is needed. 
Any money donated will go straight into a special fund 
which has been set up for the acquisition of this impor¬ 
tant archaeological discovery. 

One event already planned is a lecture by Professor 
Andrew Fitzpatrick of Wessex Archaeology. He will talk 
about the significance of the Chesil mirror and explain 
how it fits into our wider understanding of Iron Age 
Dorset. The lecture is at 7 for 7.30pm on Friday 30 No¬ 
vember. Tickets are available now from the Museum 
shop and cost £10.

"Much like the CX-5 mir¬ 
rored the proportions, stance 
and detailing of the Minagi 
concept car we unveiled at 
the 2011 Geneva Motorshow, 


so the Takeri was the unmis¬ 
takable inspiration for the 
new Mazda6," explains Birt¬ 
whistle. "If you view the two 
cars next to each other it is 
easy to see just how strongly 
one resembles the other." 

Of course, Mazda has a 
great history of creating some 
pretty wild concept vehicles 
that stretch the creativity of 
our designers and demon¬ 
strate our design power to 
the limit. But it's also strategi¬ 
cally important to show 
something closer to produc¬ 
tion as we roll out our KODO 
design message. Hence Mi¬ 
nagi and Takeri. 

These'teaser'concepts are 
generally constructed well 
after the final production de¬ 
sign has been signed off and 
are exceptionally valuable in 
gauging the response from 
both the media and the gen¬ 
eral public. 

"While some manufacturers 
tend to heavily camouflage 
their teaser show cars - creat¬ 
ing a coupe concept when in 
reality the production version 


will be a five-door hatch - we 
took the decision with Takeri 
to base it as closely as possible 
on the final production car," 
continues Birtwhistle. 

While Takeri is fractionally 
lower, longer and wider than 
the new Mazda6, its propor¬ 
tions and stance are almost 
exactly the same. So, like the 
Minagi and the CX-5 before it, 
the Takeri was incredibly close 
to new Mazda6. 

"To use Takeri and its KODO 
design language to accurately 
portray how the Mazda6 
would look was quite a radical 
decision by the design team," 
admits Birtwhistle. "Some 
commentators believe that 


the new Mazda6 is not close 
enough to the Takeri - in hind¬ 
sight, I believe it's the other 
way round." 

Birtwhistle muses over the 
idea of the Takeri being too 
close in its design to the 
Mazda6. "Possibly, yes, but if 
we had taken the route of our 
competitors and created a 
coupe or convertible, we cer¬ 
tainly wouldn't have had any¬ 
thing to measure it by and 
learn from. When it comes to 
concept cars and design 
studies, you don’t have to 
stray too far the production 
version to run the risk of seri¬ 
ously diluting the public's ex¬ 
pectation when production 
car is finally revealed." 

Place Takeri and the new 
Mazda6 alongside each 
other and Birtwhistle be¬ 
lieves that the most ob¬ 
servers would be hard 
pressed to tell one from the 


other."You have to look twice 
- and when you see the new 
Mazda6 on the road outside 
in its natural environment 
street scene, the similarity is 
even more pronounced with 
its dramatic proportions, 
muscular stance and tactile 
detailing." 

A key factor behind the 
svelte lines of the new 
Mazda6 is the lower angled 
positioning of its SKYACTIV 
engines, an arrangement 
that allows the designers to 
dramatically rake back the 
car's windscreen to create a 
cabin position very similar to 
those of a rear-wheel drive 
car. 

"This car sits beautifully on 
the road,"says Birtwhistle."It's 
low, curvaceous and cleanly 
detailed. It looks just like a 
concept car let loose on the 
motorway. Which is really 
what it is."

Yeovil's Simon Neve held the lead with a 
climb of 32.36 seconds, his turbo-charged 
four wheel drive Mitsubishi Evo 6RS, being 
well suited to the conditions. 

But on the last run of the day Sims ap¬ 
plied himselfto the task and controlled his 
mount with centimetre precision to take 
the Anniversary Trophy on a time of 31.97 
seconds.
